United States Patent No. 5,729,525 (Ishida et al . ) apparently 
relates to a two-layer optical disk where data blocks are stored in 
each of the two layers and where the data blocks are read in a 
manner that alternates sequentially between the two layers. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 1 059 636 (Sako) 
apparently relates to a recording medium that has n recording 
regions in which n trains of sampled data items are recorded and a 
method and apparatus for recording n trains of data items. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 0 890 948 (Kurado) 
apparently relates to a method which can prevent illegal copying of 
data from a multi-layer disk to a single-layer disk and in which a 
jump instruction to designate a next reading destination is recorded 
in at least one data block in a multi-layer recording medium. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 0 884 904 
(Fujiwara et al.) apparently relates to an apparatus which detects a 
moving vector by obtaining the differential between two video 
signals and which then encodes said differential signal. 

Japanese Patent Application Publication No. 10112841 (Hiroshi) 
apparently relates to a digital moving picture disk which digitally 
converts a video signal of a moving picture, compresses said signal, 
and records it by encoding twice as many frames as the number of 
frames of a reproduced moving picture, alternating the encoding of 
frames onto two data recording layers. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 0 762 397 
(Yamakawa et al.) apparently relates to method and apparatus for

playing back information from an optical multilayer disk with an 
optical pickup device by switching a focus error characteristic 
adapted to a first layer to a neutral focus error characteristic and 
then subsequently to a focus error characteristic adapated to a 
second layer. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 0 751 517 (Sako et 
al.) apparently relates to a multi-layer medium for recording data 
in which encrypted data is recorded on a first record layer and 
encrypted key data, used for decoding said encrypted data, is 
recorded on a second record layer. 

European Patent Application Publication No. 0 426 409 (Satoh 
et al.) apparently relates to a multi-layered optical disk 
comprising a plurality of recording layers in which light is focused 
on one of the tracks of one of the layers to record or reproduce 
data, and in which each recording layer has an identification 
section storing an address of said recording layer.
